BERLIN, Dec. 7—The local branch of the Russian revolutionists has 


received information that a reign of terror exists at Kieff. 
Reports say 


that drunken mobs of roughs are massacring Jews, students and middle- 
class reformers. According to the.i'eport, 1,500 have been killed, of which 
1,000 are Jews. 


FR. GAPON CONDEMNED TO DEE. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Dec. 6—Via Edytguhnen, Dec. 7—The assassina- 


tion of Gen. Sakharoff has caused the greatest rejoicing among the revo- 
lutionists, who openly declare he was killed according to their orders to 
show the bureaucracy that tyranny will be put down with bloodshed. 


The revolutionists declare the mutineers at Ekaterinoslov have 
cap- 


tured the arsenal and seized 10,000 rifles which were distributed to the 
people. The town of Novorossisk has surrendered to the mutineers. At 
Elizabethpol a mutiny has begun and there has beeij fighting at Askahand.

Cincinnati, O., Dec. 7. — Ten thou- 


sand tons of coal and 10 coal barges, 
all of a value of not less than ?50,000, 
were lost in the Ohio river under the 
Chesapeake and Ohio railroad bridge.

Ten barges upended 
and each dumped its 1.000 tons to the 
bottom. The balance of the barges 
broke loose. The Coal City, which 
careened dangerously in the crash, 
was fortunately saved from serious 
damage.

Washington, Dec. 7. — "The neces- 


sity for an elastic currency," says 
Secretary of the Treasury Shaw in 
his annual report, which has been 
submitted to congress, "has received 
fresh emphasis in the financial condi- 
tions of the last few months. I sug- 
;est the advisability of permitting na- 
onal banks to issue a volume of ad- 
ditional government guaranteed cur- 
rency equal in amount to 50 per cent 
of the bond-secured currency main- 
lined by them, but subject to a tax 
of 5 or 6 per cent until redeemed by 
the deposit of a like amount in the 
treasury. By eliminating- the -words 
'secured by United States bonds de- 
posited with the treasurer 
of the 


United States' from national bank 
notes now authorized, the additional 
urrency would be identical in form 
with that based upon a deposit of 
jonds, and its presence would not 
alarm, for it would not be known." 


"No new and distinct or unguaran- 


teed form of money should be inject- 
ed into our system. 
The tax would 


be ample, and more than ample, to 
cover the risk to the government in 
guaranteeing redemption. 
Manifestly 


:his additional currency would not 
spring into being until interest rates 
exceeded 6 per cent, and it would as 
promptly retire when rates became 
normal. Under these or any similar 
provisions 10 per cent money would 
36 well nigh impossible, and 
the 


treasury department would be saved 


most embarrassing responsibility." 
According to the report, there is a 


deficit of $23,004,228 CO in the United 
States treasury. 
The entire receipts 


'or the year ending June 30 last were 
!C97,101, 269.95. The expenditures for 
the same period were $720.105,498.55. 


Senator Culberson introduced a bill 


making it a felony for an insurance 
or any other corporation to contrib- 
ute money or anything of value to- 
ward the election of a president or a 
vice president of the United States.

tist mission school in Japan, where

with -which Mrs. Topping was at that 
time connected. Miss Ishihara was 
later, principal of this school for two 
years. She came to America last 
summer, having been here since Aug- 
ust, and after the completion of a 
general education at Granville, Miss 
Ishihara . will 
study 
kindergarten 


teaching here. 


Mr. and Mrs. Henry Topping, who 


have resided in Granville for the past 
two years, formerly lived in Japan for 
several years. Mr. Topping went to 
that country about nine years ago to 
assist in opening the first Baptist 
school for boys,' founded in Japan 
Mrs. Topping followed in one year 
and assisted in the work in the mis- 
sionary field. Mr. Topping states that 
the school has just now succeeded in 
getting government recognition.

The Charge Against Convicted Atton 


ney,

New York, Dec. 7.—In the criminal 


branch of the supreme court Thomas 
P. Wlckes, a prominent attorney aiid 
former assistant corporation counsel, 
was found guilty of blackmail. He was 
remanded for sentence next week. 


The case of Mr. \Vickes is one of 


the most peculiar In the annals of the 
city, and the man himself has come 
to be known as the "Dr. Jokyl and 
Mr. Hyde" of the legal 
profession. 


"While occupying a prominent place 
among his fellows in the legal profes- 
sion and enjoying a high reputation, 
Jt has boon learned that under the 
name of "Lewis Jarvis," which he as- 
sumed for the purpose, Wickcs wrote 
hundreds of letters to persons who 
were interested in cases with which 
he was connected. Nearly all of the 
letters were confined entirely to a 
praise of Wickes. the man and his 
ability in the legal profession. Cli- 
ents were congratulated upon having 
obtained the services of so able a gen- 
tleman and prospective clients were 
advised to retain Wickes at any cost. 
Some of the letters, however, had 
other ends in view, and it was one of 
these which resulted in the undoing 
of Wickes.

Milwaukee, Wis, Dec. 7.—The long 


distailce race from Milwaukee to Chi- 
cago is on. The two runners, Albert 
Corey and Joseph Replat, were sent 
off from the front of the Wells build- 
ing at 1];03 Wednesday night. The 
men 
were followed by 
President 


Liginger of the Cenlial A. A. U. and 
President Wilder Seig oi the Milmau- 
kee Athletic club in automobiles. Both 
runners wore sweaters, a cap, short 
knee breeches and running shoes. 


Corey, before they started, express- 


ed the opinion that the record time for 
the distance of 18 hours would be cut 
three or four (hours. This would bring 
the men into Chicago this afternoon. 


The weather is ideal, the tempera 


ture being just above freezing. 
The 


distance is 90 miles. 


Chicago, Dec, 7—Albert Corey, the 


French long distance runner, 
after 


having-been lost to sight for nearly 
four hours in the woods between Ra- 
cine and Kenosha scon after 3 a. m. 
today was found again at 7 o'clock 
three miles north of Kenosha. 


At 9; 15 Corey reached 
Winthrop 


harbor, 9 miles north of Waukegan, 
which leaves him 44 miles more to go 
to reach Chicago. At this place \ 
stopped ten minutes for a rub down 
and a breakfast of soft boiled eggs. 
The sun warmed up the road, soften- 
ing the mud and made the course eas- 
ier on his feet. Corey claimed he felt 
strong and that he would undoubtedly 
finish.
